It will be one of those days where 
you can just come to town and spend 
the day shopping an d having a good 
time. If the kids get hot and tired before 
time for the parade you can take them 
out to the pool for a cool, refreshing 
swim. You might even pack a lunch an d 
have a picnic in the park. 


Speaking of rodeos — did you ever 
wonder why riding 
clubs and other 
organizations all over West Texas put on 
rodeos every year9 Since we were u n ­ 
lucky enough 
to be chairman of a 
Jaycee rodeo a num ber of years ago 
let me assure you that it is not to m ake 
money. Because if each member of tile 
club were to donate a dollar or two 
apiece the clubs would be a h ead fi­ 
nancially. 
These people just like rodeos, horses, 
anim als and the chance to get together. 
In fact they like it well enough that they 
are willing to work for several weeks 
before the show and then work for tnree 
nights during the show and then 
for 
several days after it is over to clean up. 
Then you can ad d the fact that they 
must guarantee the 
rodeo producer 
about $1400 and pay out another $200 
or so to the announcer and the judges. 
All of this must be paid whether or not 
anybody shows up an d regardless of 
the weather. 
Even if you don't care for rodeos it 
would be worth the price of admission 
just to see all of these people working 
for free. 


The Texas Legislature has adjourned 
and m any are still arguing whether or 
not it was 
a good session. 
It passed 
several good laws that have been long 
over due, including a set cf traffic laws 
designed to check the state's escalating 
traffic accident rate. 
But the state does not seem to be 
much closer to a revision of its antiquated 
constitution. And this session, like most 
of the sessions before it, is trying to put 
some more patches on the worn out 
frame work. The voters will be asked to 
vote on six changes 
this fall — Nov­ 
ember ll. And on 14 next year in the 
general election. 
We suppose that there is a reason 
why the six will be voted on this fall 
even though it is not an election year 
and will require a special election. 
Because 
of our 
restrictive type 
constitution, 
most of 
the am endm ents 
submitted to the voters could just as 
well be handled by the legislature An 
example of this is 
one that will be 
voted on this fall that would authorize 
counties to pay 
medical, doctor and 
hospital bills of county law enforcement 
officers injured in the line of duty. If 
you are like we are 
you probably 
thought that this w as already 
taken 
care of in one form or another.
